A Season  iH  Review 

The  Winged  Lions  varsity  volleyball  team 
ended  the  ZOOZ  season  in  third  place  in 
Region  14  with  a 6-4  record.  The  top  four  of 
six  teams  in  the  region  qualified  for  the 
State  ZA  Tournament  held  at  Utah  Valley 
State  College  in  Orem  on  November  1 and  Z. 
RHSM  first  faced  Enterprise,  a team  that 
went  9-1  in  the  regular  season  to  take  first 
place  in  their  region  and  who  was  ranked 
fourth  in  the  state  tournament  coming  into 
the  tournament.  The  Winged  Lions  polled  off 
the  upset  in  three  exciting  games,  S-15,  15- 
15, 15-6.  The  RHSM  team  then  had  to  take 
on  the  number  one  ranked  team  in  the  State 
and  the  team  who  eventually  won  the  State 
title:  Richfield.  The  Winged  Lions  waged  a 
valiant  battle  and  gave  the  Wildcats 
everything  they  could  handle.  Although  the 
RHSM  team  lost  5-15,  17-15,  and  15-7,  the 
Winged  Lions  were  the  only  team  at  State 


to  take  Richfield  to  a three  game  match. 
After  the  second  round  loss,  the  Rowland  Hall 
team  faced  the  third  ranked  team  in  the 
State  and  the  number  one  seed  from  their 
region;  leaver.  It  was  another  victory  for 
Rowland-Hall  as  the  leavers  were  eliminated 
from  the  tournament  in  a two-game  affair, 
15-10, 15-11.  The  final  match  of  the  tourna- 
ment for  RHSM  was  with  arch-rival,  the 
North  Summit  Graves,  the  first  place  team 
from  Region  14  who  came  into  the  State 
Tournament  ranked  fifth.  North  Summit  had 
defeated  RHSM  three  times  during  the  regular 
season,  but  outstanding  play  on  the  part  of 
the  Winged  Lions  resulted  in  a win  over  the 
Graves  16-14,  10-15,  15-11  to  take  fifth 
place  at  the  State  Tournament.  This  is  the 
best  finish  for  a Rowland  Hall-St.  Mark’s 
School  volleyball  team  since  1997.

College  Counseling  at  Rowland  Hall-St.  Mark’s  can  be  a major  blockbuster  or  a selected  sbor 
feature,  depending  on  how  much  of  a production  each  student  wants  to  wake  of  the  colleg 
process.  The  “book  if  the  week  ” during  morning  meeting  on  Mondays  is  the  marquee  that  give 
the  title  and  content  of  college-related  events  happening  that  week. 

The  PLAN  and  PSAT  tests  taken  by  ninth,  tenth,  and  eleventh  graders  are  a preview  d 
cowing  attractions,  and  provide  the  students  with  an  idea  of  what  they  way  expect  whe 
taking  the  SAT  I,  SAT  II,  and/or  ACT  during  their  junior  and  senior  years.  Monthly  small 
groups  meetings  for  juniors  include  a “sneak  preview  ” if  the  college  admission  process  aw 
offer  updated  schedules  if  how  and  when  the  next  scenes  in  the  drama  of  college  admissioi 
will  unfold. 

Juniors  and  seniors  frequently  scout  the  location  and  setting  of  colleges  where  they  plan  t 
apply,  and  many  seniors  reprise  those  visits  in  April  before  they  cast  their  final  ballot  i 
which  college  they  plan  to  attend.  Some  colleges  host  star-studed  open  house  events  tha 
resemble  Sundance-like  film  festivals,  complete  with  invited  guests  and  lavish  socie 
gatherings.  Throughout  the  process,  students  have  the  opportunity  to  arrange  the  spotlight 
in  a way  that  will  show  off  their  academic  credentials  and  personal  accomplishments  to  th 
greatest  effect. 

Some  students  apply  to  colleges  under  an  Early  Action  or  Early  Pecision  plan  that  results  ii 
an  early  review  of  their  applications  by  colleges,  but  by  late  March,  virtually  all  colleges  hav 
responded  to  students’  applications  with  a thumbs  up  or  thumbs  down.  There  really  are  n 
Oscars  or  frolden  Wobes  in  college  admission , for  this  process  is  a match  to  be  wade  and  no 
a prize  to  be  won. 

Rowland-Hall  St.  Mark’s  senior  cast,  star  in,  produce,  and  direct  their  own  college  searche 
with  the  help  of  Pruce  Hunter,  director  of  College  Counseling,  as  well  as  from  teachers  wh 
write  college  recommendations,  parents  who  offer  ongoing  support,  and  a cast  of  counties 
friends  and  fans  who  help  student  bring  down  the  curtain  on  the  college  admission  proces 
each  year.
